THE KAMLOOPS MURDERS. 

A. corresponck'ut throws out the sug- 
gestion that the Govornment should 
pension tho widow of the late Mr. 
UssHER, who was murdered under 
shocking circumstances in December 
last whilst ensagcd in tho execution of 
his dutv.. Tho Governmeut may act 
on the suggestion with the assurance 
of tho hearty approval of the Houso. 
As a rule wo are not in favor of pen- 
.sions ; but if ever there was .a case 
that urgently called for substantial re- 
cognition it i'i this. A bravo and de- 
voted ofEcei- was tut oft' in liis pvinio 
while try ing to apprehend a band of 
outlaws. It is meet and proper that 
officers when dispatclied on missions, 
tho danger of which is so great that 
they may be said to carry their lives in 
their hands, should feel that if tho 
worst befalls them tho.so who depend on 
them for sustenance will not bo for- 
gotten by tho country. 

Tho Guardian says the Kainlooi)s 
outlaws will enter the court-room unac- 
companied by counsel. It is said that 
they are without means. Will it not 
become the duty of tho Court to pro- 
vide the accused „witli counsel 1 That 
is done in tho Eastern Provinces in 
similar emergencies. 

We nro an.\ious to bo informed as 
to tlio truth or falsity of a report men- 
tioned in our Spillmacheen correspond 
cnce. It is asserted that an Indian 
who imperiled his life by carrying a 
letter from Mr. Edwards, J. P., to tho 
outlaws when they were beleaguered 
in the log hut, and which letter induc- 
ed the surrender of tho band, was pro- 
mised by Mr. Edwards, on behalf of 
the Government, one hundred dollars. 
Our correspondent has heard that the 
Government or the Superintendent of 
Police rpi)udiates tlie bargain. Wo can 
scarcely credit this; although the trutli 
of almost incredible stories of Govern 
muntal stinginess in dealing with up- 
country police matters has been es- 
tablished. There must be some mis- 
take, surely. Gentlemen — violate the 
contidence reposed iu you by the House 
and country, if you think you can safe- 
ly do so ; but never break faith with 
an Indian, is the advice of The Colon- 
ist, which exposes your faults in the 
hope (vuin though it be) lliat you may 
reform. Pay the red man his just and 
honest due, or we shall put you to 
shame with a ten-ccut subscription. 



A rromisln? Mining District. 

Keitiiley Creek, Jan. 29. 
To THE Editor of The Colokist; — 
Sir, — I wish to call attention to tho 
great and uuprospected gold field in 
the vicinity of Forks of Quesnel, and 
let me remark in passing tliat it is a 
.shame to see tho amouut of gold that 
is constantly being taken out by the 
Chinamen and sunt direct to China 
when it might bo in the hands of our 
surplus white ].vopalation and be sircu- 
lated in the procurement of civili7ed 
requirements. But I do not intend to 
write you a dissertation on the fruitful 
Chinese problem ; I wish to call your 
attention to a most inviting gold field 
for the coining summer exploration. 
Where although much gold ha> been 
found and nmny claims recorded there 
is room and unproven ground for thou- 
sands of men. 

ON SKOWsnOE CREEK 

Good paying claiu>s have been worked. 
Eowley Company, holding 1200 feet, 
averaged $12 ))er day to the hand ; the 
Last Chance Company of five interest.s 
took out from 10 to 15 ounces to the 
set of timbers. The Empire Company 
with eight interests pay good wages, 
which implies from §6 to §3 per dic.n 
to the hand. An hydraulic claim of 
five interests is paying over wages. 
The Enterprise Company are prospect- 
ing, and some ten or a dozen companies 
of ten men each are sinking and pios- 
pecting on Little Snowshoe Creek. 
Four or fire companies are also [(res- 
pecting, or rather wore at work before 
the close of the mining sca-on. On 

KEITIILEY CREEK 

Several companies of white men and 
about 100 Chinamen were at work 

with very flattering results, and the 
ground promises well for the summer. 
ILirvey Creek, where several w^iite 
and Cliinese companies were at work, 
will also report favorably. On Cun- 
ningham Creek mostly Chiiiamenwork 
— say from 120 to 150. On tho first 
North Fork of QuosncI two large com- 
panies intend to bring in water for the 
purpose of hydraulicing the benches. 
This will give employment to hundreds 
of white men, and the prospects obtain- 
ed aflbrd the most flattciring assurances 
of remunerative diggings,

OTHER LOCALITIES 

Where the individual etiorts of patient 
industry would be rewarded not, per- 
haps, with a fortune, but certainly with 
good result. 

. Before closing I should like to say a 
word or two in regard to tho toll 
bridges over the South and North Forks 
of QiiesnPi, where an impost of one 
cent per ijounr! is collected on mer- 
chandise destined lor the minors' use. 
Now this is the featiier that breaks the 
camel's back. 

ONE CENT ADDITIONAL 

On the cost and freight, whilst even 
the miner himself is tolled for crossing. 
This should not longer be. The Gov- 
ernment should dcclaro the bridges 
free and open the road, thus placing 
the Forks on an equal footing and 
doing for this district as with other 
more highly-favored sections — give 
Quesnel an equal chance, for surely a 
road tax without a bridge-toll is heavy 
enough, more especially as all other 
to!l-br dges in the Province have been 
bought and declared free by the Gov- 
ernment. ' J. E,

Sir, — I am a workingman and have not 
much timo or ability to write. I live 
far beyond the rays that scintilate from 
tho brilliant intellectual luminaries 
which adorn your noblo city; but an 
occasional bright flash penetrates to this 
far interior and astonishes me in the 
knowledge displayed of our district, its 
requirements, resources, etc. I have 
lived here for years, and things seem to 
mo so dift'erent to what they aro repre- 
sented by the aforesaid intellectual 
luminaries that I am afraid that, like 
tho Knight of La Mancha, I see things 
here in a travestied shape. - • - 

I want to know if it is true that one 
of the .7. S.'s said (in tho House) that 
"Tho Yale District was not worth leg- 
islating for — a poor country with a faw 
stray cattle through it ]" Because to 
me it appears that the Tale District 
(with proper communication) could 
furnish Victoria with all she might re- 
quire in the shape of beef, flour and 
grain if Victoria were twenty times as 
large as she is at present. 

I want to know it it is true that the 
Government have neither built a bridge 
nnr maintained a ferry at Savona, and 
that persons having business through- 
out this large tract of country (larger 
than many German principalities) must 
swim their horses across tho Thomp- 
son ; and if it is through the cour- 
tesy of the mail contractors that we 
have any mail through this country at 
all, as the Local Government are bound 
to keep up the roads and ferries 1 

I want to know if it is true that 
there are two steamers plying on tho 
Thompson and Spillimacheen rivers, 
and that at the head of navigation for

I want to know if it is true that at 
Okanagan a luuch-necdod jail was built, 
and that there is neither constable nor 
jailor throughout the whole country, 
from {/ache Creek to the boundary 
line, with the eXcej)tion of the Govern- 
ment agent at Kamloops, who, although 
with plenty of work in that capacity, is 
sunnosed to be jailor and constable as 
wein 

I want to know if tho present Gov- 
ernment consider themselves blameless 
for the late outrages in the vicinity of 
Kamloops? Their cheese paring econo- 
my' in not strengthening (as repeatedly 
urged to) Kamloops jail and not pro- 
viding constables, jailors, etc., through- 
out the District has cost the country 
thousands of dollars, and, far worse, tho 
life of Mr. Ussher, a man beloved and 
respected by all who knew him.

Yesterday we briefly referred to the fact 
that Mr. F. Scott; an experienced miner, 
has just completed a map showing tho 
Skaget gold region and tho rival routes to 
Ruby Creek. A careful examination of tho 
map, together with information derived 
from Mr. Scott, who has not only resided 
in the Skaget country for some time, but 
has travelled the route ria Fort Hope as 
well as that by Seattle, enable uii to pub- 
lish' tho following comparative table of 
distances on tho two routes:

The retrospects of men and nations 
are seldom attended either with unal- 
lo^-ed pleasure or unrelieved pain, but 
if ever there was a period over which 
the English people could look back 
with no mixture of feelings it is that 
of the year past. A year of wars and 
and rumours of wars ; of reverses a- 
broad and distress at home ; a year of 
failing harvests and unkindly skies ; of 
stagnating trade and of declining re- 
venue ; a year of trouble and anxiety, 
from many causes and of many kinds. 
From thoso days of January, which 
were saddened by the news of tlio dis- 
aster of Isandula, down to the last 
hours of December, there has been 
scarcely a month's clear respite from 
suspense. Over the continent of 
Europe the political horizon has been 
overclouded throughout tho entire 
year. Tho sanguine hopes which were 
for a time inspired by the Treaty of 
Berlin have long since given placo to 
a feeling of vague apprehension and de- 
spondency. No signs of stability, no 
promise of permanency are discoverable 
in the arrangements by which the 
great Powers were supjicsod to havo 
given repose to Europe, on the con- 
trary, they seem more and more to dis- 
close themselves in their true oharaotor 
as the temporary expedients of tho 
hour — as the armistice during which 
the swords aro whetted for a renewal 
of the strife, not the peace which re- 
turns them to their scabbards. The 
provinces which vere liberatvd from 
Ottoman rulo are not settling down to 
the task of self government, they are 
negotiating confederaoies, or intriguing 
for new alliances. Russia is in the 
midst of a revolutionary atrugglo 
which may drive her at any moment 
to fresh military ontcrpr ses. Ger- 
many is engaged upon a combination, 
which may or may not be merely defen- 
sive, hut which will, at any rate, con- 
fer upon her a power of ofTense toovas* 
to be contemplated without uneasiness 
by tho world. And tho great arma- 
ments o£ the militaiT Powers — the 
truest measute of tho unrest ^vhich 
prevails — remain undiminished where 
they are not being actually increased. 

The "exhibits" in the great ritual 
case have been disposed ot at last, and 
in a manner to satisfy tha consciences 
of those who "link a truth Divine" 
v.'ilh the consecrated wafer, Tho Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, I read, "hinistelf 
reverently consumed them," I don't 
know how much of it tliero was, but 
to judge from what ico wafers become, 
after a day or two, they could neither 
have been very palateablc or very 
wholesome. Of course, from tho high 
church point of view, a clergyman had 
to do it; but why an Archbishop ? And 
what does he keep a chaplain for if not 
little matters such as this? His Grace 
of Canterbury is, however, an excellent 
man, and takes an athnity of trouble 
with the candidates who come to him 
for ordination. He requires each of 
them to preach a sermon, or rather the 
beginning qf one, just to see what sort 
of notion they have of tho thing, before 
himself and his chaplain. Tt is a little 
embarrassing, of course, for tlie neo- 
pliite, but, on a late occasion, tho om- 
barrassmeiit was the other way. A can- 
didate being placed in the pulpit, with 
his audience of . two before him, thus 
addressed them. "The congregation hero 
present divides itself into two jiortions, 
tho evil and the good." Hero the Arch- 
bishop somewhat hurriedly interposed 
with "that will do, sir, " and prevented 
the preacher going into further partic- 
ulars. 

The past week has been Arctic in 
London, only fit for polar boars. In 
spite of eveiy appliance conducive to 
warmth, we sliiver still, and suck 
Brown'.s bronchial troches all day. Fur 
is in great request, and capes of fur, 
which reach to!;!the,,wai8fc, are general. 
To match these I have seen long fur 
muffs reaching to the elbows, which 
must be comfortable, and a protection 
against frozen fingers, wiiicli are fur- 
ther protected by mufTs, and such 
wonderful mufis they are ; made in all 
kinds of material, and grnainental in 
every way that ingenuity can execute. 
The-nevy' muff,,' suspenders are made 
wiih'Ti fine silken cord, which passes 
round the neck, and is connected by a 
bar of fur which goes through tho 
muff, so that the hands arc always at 
liberty when required, and cumber-
